“This can be made one of the big¬ 
gest tilings of its kind that ever hap¬ 
pened to this city and we should all 
get behind it and do our best to make 
it a great success. A Chautauqua is 
a great educational and entertainment 
affair and a big benefit to every town 
it visits. South San Francisco needs 
the Chautauqua. Let’s all help in this 
great movement.” This in brief was 
the way Dr. F. S. Dolley summed up 
the proposition to bring the Radcliffe 
Chautauqua to South San Francisco 
at the meeting of the committee held 
at the Industrial Club Thursday 
night. This meeting or the guaran¬ 
tors of the Chautauqua was held with 
the idea of making tentative plans for 
bringing the Chautauqua to this city 
and guaranteeing the success of its 
visit from a financial standpoint. 

One development of special interest 
concerning the movement is the de¬ 
cision to turn over to the local Boy 
Scout troop all funds received over 
and above the amount guaranteed to 
the Chautauqua’s owners, that is, 
$550. It was the consensus of opinion 
that tills amount will be far exceeded 
by the receipts at the big tent. The 
experience of Chautauquas in other 
towns of the size of South San Fran¬ 
cisco lias been that they were very 
liberally patronized because of the 
high nature of the entertainment 
offered. 

The exact time of the Chautauqua's 
visit lias not yet been decided, but it 
will bo some time in May. Announce¬ 
ment of the date of opening will be 
made in a short time. The tent will 
probably be erected either on the’Y. 
If. C. A. playground or on the lot be¬ 
tween the bank and Carmody’s store 
on Linden avenue.

Work on the new $85,000 city hall 
for South San Francisco is going on 
rapidly. The walls of the basement 
and first floor are up, with part of the 
steel frame of the second floor rising 
*bove them. Considering that work 
on the gruding and excavation began 
only about the middle of February, it 
will be seen excellent progress has 
been made. One crew is now at work 
putting in the remaining steel up¬ 
rights and girders for the second 
floor, another is laying the rough 
hoarding for the second floor, while 
still another is clearing away the 
board siding from the cement walls 
of the lower portion of the building. 
The contract time specified for the 
completion of the work is ninety 
working days. This would set the 
date for finishing the hall about the 
end of May, and the rate with which 
tho work is goi. g forward indicates 
that it will be finished on time. 

When the new building is com¬ 
pleted South San Francisco will have 
one of the finest city halls in this 
part of the state. The structure, of 
reinforced concrete throughout, will 
be two stories, with basement and 
clock tower. The style of architecture 
is colonial, carried out to the minutest 


A heavily loaded truck belonging to 
the Pioneer Transfer Company of San 
Francisco came near to wrecking the 
town last Monday morning when, in 
trying to avoid a collision with an 
auto at the corner or Linden and 
Grand avenues, it tore down a tele¬ 
phone pole ut the corner. In falling 
the pole took with it many other 
u ires, the cables of the street car line, 
electric light wires, etc. Forty tele¬ 
phones in this city were put out of 
order, including a large part of the 
lines in the business district. Two 
days were required for the telephone 
company to repair its damage, while 
trouble crews of the Pacific Gas and 
Electric Company ana of the United 
Railroads spent most of Monday get¬ 
ting their apparatus back into work¬ 
ing order. One man, T. II. Donelin 
of 1415 Church street, San Francisco, 
an employee of the Pacific Coast steel 
mill in this city, was taken to the hos¬ 
pital here as a rdsult »f the accident. 
His injuries were of a minor nature, 
permitting his return to his home next 
day. 

The collision occurred at 6:50 Mon¬ 
day morning. Tho truck coming south 
on Linden avenue was heavily loaded 
on its daily trip down the peninsula. 
Mr. Donelin was coming east rapidly 
on Grand avenue on his way to work. 
The driver of the truck swerved so 
far trying to avoid the collision that 
he struck the pole at the corner. The 
two machines came together, how¬ 
ever, with the result that the light car 
suffered considerable damage, while 
its driver went to the hospital. The 
truck was practically unharmed. The 
city drinking fountain on the corner 
was entirely wrecked.

One of the striking features of the 
lively lot-selling campaign was the 
immense sign, “J. T. Dunn & Co.,” 
in great white letters, each two hun¬ 
dred feet high, cut into the earth,' 
over two thousand feet in length, on 
the mountain side north of town. For 
many years the great white sign could 
be seen from far and near, but time, 
the universal wrecker, at last obliter¬ 
ated it. 

The first lot sold was lot No. 29 in 
block No. 140. The sale was made by 
J. T. Dunn & Co. to John E. Nunn. 

The first house in South San Fran¬ 
cisco was built by John E. Nunn at 
the southwest corner of Grand and 
Cypress avenues on his lot 29 in block 
140. I When the building was com¬ 
pleted, about November 1, 1891, it was 
occupied by Mr. Nunn as a saloon. 
This first building was a one-story 
frame, 25 by 40 feet, and is still stand¬ 
ing where it was originally built and 
constitutes the front forty feet of the 
place now known as the Baradat 
saloon. As soon as Mr. Nunn opened 
liis saloon, he put up on the outside 
a cooking range under a canopy, 
where he furnished hot steaks and 
lunches to the hungry crowds who 
came daily to see the new town and 
to invest their surplus funds in South 
San Francisco lots. 

The Nunn corner was a busy center 
about noon daily, for the crowds 
who gathered there were thirsty and 
hungry and Nunn dispensed refresh¬ 
ment, both liquid und solid; the 
drinks under cover and the lunches 
al fresco. In the same month (No¬ 
vember) \\\ J. Martin erected the 
second building on the ground now 
occupied by the Majestic Cafe. This 
was a small one-story frame building, 
a cut of which is shown in this issue 
of The Enterprise, and was used by 
Mr. Martin as a temporary real estate 
office. Thus Mr. Martin appears of 
record, as he was in fact, the first real 
estate dealer of this city. 

In the order of construction, the 
next building was the Baden Hotel, 
which was completed about December 
30, 1891, and opened as a hotel on 
January 22, 1892. The original Baden 
Hotel was a two-story frame building, 
28x50 feet; its opening as a hotel was 
an event in the life of the new city

California towns, no matter how 
remote from the centers of population, 
may secure the best music of the Pa¬ 
cific Coast through the University of 
California extension division, accord¬ 
ing to Professor Leon J. Richardson, 
director of the division. 

A list of the leading instrumental¬ 
ists, vocalists, and lecturers on 
musical topics in San Francisco and 
the hay cities has just been compiled 
by the extension division, Professor 
Richardson stated. These musicians 
will respond to calls from cllbs, 
schools, and other organizations 
through the state university. 

Concerts are generally arranged so 
that a vocalist and a pianist can en¬ 
tertain for the evening. DOther pairs 
of instrumentalists may he secured. A 
slight charge to cover expenses is 
made by the university extension 
division, Professor Richardson stated, 
but it is sufficiently reasonable to 
permit even the humblest towns and 
villages of the state to hear the uni¬ 
versity’s musicians.
